HUGHES URGES JUSTICE 


Declares Outrages a Betrayal 
of the Cause for Which 
America Fought. 


After a day of parades and demon- 
strations in which several hundred thou- 
sand Jews took part to protest against 
the massacres of Jews in Poland, Galicia, 
and Rumania, a massmeeting was held 
last night at Madison Square Garden, 
at which the American Government and 
the Allies were called upon to take ac- 
tion to preserve the rights and lives of 
Jews in Poland. 

Jacob H. Schiff urged that a place in 
the League of Nations and in the family 
of free nations should be denied to Po- 
land unless the Polish Government pre- 
vented pogroms and granted fair play 
to Jews. He asserted that’the newspa- 
pera printed in the English language in 
this country were suppressing news of 
the persécution and slaughter of Jews 
in Poland because they were anxious to 
establish Poland as a strong and inde- 
pendent nation. and were unwilling .to 
print news which would discredit her. 

‘Charles Evans Hughés and other 
speakers calléd attention to the sacri- 
fices of the Jewish race and the part 
played: by Jewish soldiers in the Ameri- 
can Army. He said that the nations 
now engaged in making a peace were 
all on trial at the present time with 
respect to the manner in which they 
protected. the Jews and, assured them 
equal rights, Resolutions calling for 
action by this Government to come to 
the aid of Jews in the countries 
persecuting them were adopted and 
ordered sent to the President and to 
Congress. 

East Side Demonstrations. 

Protests on the east side took the 
form of gigantic, spontaneous parades 
in the afterhoon. Most of the men and 
women working in factories quit work 
at noon to start the demonstrations. 
Tens of thousands of school children left 
their class-rooms. Hundreds of small 
shops closed. In the afternoon Jewish 
men, women and children, carrying ban- 
ners in Yiddish and English, paraded 
up and down the streets of the east 
side. Thousands of Jewish soldiers took 
part: in the parades, usually leading 
them and giving orders to them. 

The big human protest on the east side 
occurred without an advance plan. or 
program, parades forming everywhere. 
Men and women began to put black 
bands on their sleeves by way of mourn- 
ing for their fellows murdered in Po- 
land. The demand,for black bands soon 
outran the supply. The excitement ran 
so high in some quarters that the 
crowds began tearing umbrellas to pieces 
in order to tie strips of black on their 
arms. At some points pushcart ped- 
dlers, in their desire to take part in the 
demonstration, abandoned their stands, 
and hundreds of youngsters began to 
pillage them. Police reserves were called 
out, and succeeded in keeping order. 

Scores of speakers talked in Yiddish 
at. various meetings. In the afternoon 
several straggling parades moved to 
Madison Square. Early in the evening 
about 3,000 Jewish soldiers formed im- 
promptu parades, marching with ban- 
ners protesting against the Jewish mas- 
sacres, up and down Fifth Avenue and 
on other streets, accompanied and fol- 
lowed by thousands of Jewish men and 
women. Police lines were drawn on all 
sides of Madison Square Garden to pre- 
vent any close concentration of the huge 
crowds, which were estimated at from 
150,000, to 200,000. It was asserted that 
approximately half a million people had 
asked for seats at the meeting in the 
Garden, 

About one-third of the persons at the 
Garden meeting were Jews in American 
uniforms who, ds several speakers 
pointed out, had fought for the liberty 
and ‘independence of the very nations 
now persecuting and murdering them. 
Abraham Schoner opened the meeting, 
introducing Nathan Straus as the tem- 
porary. Chairman, who was followed by 
Abram I. EBlkus as Chairman ofthe 
evening. .

‘Suffragists Claim One. Vote More 


Than Necessary—Comes Up 
Early. Next Week.

WASHINGTON, May 21.—The Federal 
amendment for woman suffrage was 
passed today by the House by a vote of 
304 to 89. Immediately, suffrage lead- 
ers began preparations for the Senate 
vote, which will be taken Monday or 
Tuesday. The suffrage forces, appar- 
ently, have one more vote than is nec- 
essary for success in the Senate, a two- 


thirds vote being necessary there, as in 
the House. 

The amendment, which has-~ been 
brought up in the Senate four times, 
failed there last February by one vote. 
The suffrage forces now have sixty- 
five votes, Senators Harris of Georgia 
and Keyes of New Hampshire having 
recently declared themselves in favor 
of the amendment. 

In the House today the vote was an- 
nounced first as. 304 to 88, but a check 
of the official tally showed that the 
negative vote was actually 89. The 
vote. was in striking contrast with the 
vote of 274 to 136 taken on Jan. 10, 
1918, when the amendment received only 
the- required number of votes to pass. 
The margin was 42. An analysis of the 
ballot shows that several New England 
Republicans and many Southern Demo- 
crat&s voted in the negative. Analyzed, 
the vote was: 

For: Republicans, 200; Democrats, 
102; Independents, 1; Prohibitionist, 1; 
total, 204. 

Against: Republicans, 19;, Democrats, 
70; total, 89.

Champ Clark, the Democratic floor 
leader; James R. Mann, the former Re- 
publican leader, and Frank Mondell, the 
present Republican leader, all spoke for 
suffrage. Claude Kitchin, the former 
Democratic leader, and Representative 
Clark of Florida headed the opposition. 
The last time the suffrage vote was 
taken Champ Clark, then the Speaker, 
refrained from voting, and today Rep- 
resentative Gillett, the Republican 
Speaker, did not vote. 

** When I came here té6 Congress the 
voice of the suffragists was like that of 
John the Baptist crying in the wilder- 
ness,’’ said Champ Clark. ‘‘ It was more 
of a joke than anything else. I don’t 
think woman suffrage is going to pre- 
cipitate the millennium, but it is bound 
to come, The. State of Missouri at 
the last session went as far as. possible 
in giving women the vote. I believe in 
States’ rights as much as any man, but 
in voting for the amendment I represent 
the people of Missouri.’’ 

The question of States’ rights was ad: 
vanced by various Southerners who op- 
posed ‘the amendment, Mr. Clark of 
Florida in particular stressing this 
point. He said that both the Democratic 
and Republican National Conventions 
had asserted that suffrage was purely a 
matter for the individual States. Any 
man voting for the amendment today 
was “‘ opposing * the party declarations, 
Mr. Clark said. ' 

‘I have an abiding faith that three- 
quarters of the States will not ratify 
the amendment,’’ he told the House. 

Referring to the President's statement 
in his message, ex-Speaker Mann said: 

“It is true that the President and 
Democratic leaders have frequently 
talked in favor of woman suffrage, but 
a@ majority of them have-neved voted 
for it. Some of them have been long 
on: promises, but short on fulfillment, 
as they ‘are on everything else, But this 
is not a partisan question, and I hope 
that partisanship will be képt out of it, 
and each member on each side wil] vote 
with a full sense of his responsibility. 
The amendment is in line with progress. 
Women will receive the suffrage and 
will take their share in the management 
of Government.” 

The galleries were well filled during || 
the speeches. Just before the final vote 
an amendment presented by Mr. Clark 
of Florida that the amendment become 
ineffective if mot ratified within seven 
years, was defeated by a rising vote: An 
amendment by Mr. Saunders of ‘Vir- 
ginia, providing for a referendum on 
suffrage, met the same fate.

Official Berlin Statement Char- 
acterizes the Versailles Draft 
ds “ Morally Bankrupt.” 


BERLIN, May 20.—‘“ Germany declines 
to sign the peace terms laid before it 
because they spell the economic destruc- 
tion, political dishonor, and moral deg- 
radation of the entire German nation, 
not only for the present, but also for 
still unborn generations,” says a state- 
ment authorized by the Cabinet this 
morning through The Associated Press. 

“That these consequences must logic- 
ally follow acceptance of the pgéace con- 
ditions the American press itself has 
recognized without question,” the state- 
ment continués., “Toward them Ger- 
many took the standpoint that accept- 
ance of such conditions could not be 
demanded, and that the Entente was 
unjustified in imposing such demands.” 

“Germany has not only a. moral right 
to compliance with the general promises 
made it, but a firmly grounded, definite, 
clearly defined claim, according to the 
basic rules of international law, on all 
the EXntent powers,. and especially on 
the United States. A specific recog- 
nition of the right of Germany and of 
the German peoples to a peace of right, 
justice, and reconciliation, instead of the 
paragraphed song of hate which was 
written at Versailles, is contained in 
the note of the American Secretary of 
State Lansing of Nov. 5, 1918. 

‘(In it the Secretary of State notified 
the Swiss Minister in Washington un- 
conditionally that the established basis 
of President Wilson’s Fourteen Points 
should be authoritative for the peace 
conditions, Secretary Lansing an- 
nounced further that the Entente Gov- 
ernments, after careful consideration, 
were also prepared to recognize the con- 
4itions set up by President Wilson as 
the basis for the conclusion of peace. 

“The declaration of rights emanating 
from these specific declarations of all 
the BEntente Powers and the United 
States constitutes Germany's sole asset 
in the general moral breakdown of all 
international politics which has found 
unsurpassable expression in the Ver- 
sailles terms, 

“* Moral Bankruptcy of Versailles.’’ 

‘“*Germany answers them with its 
clearly juristic right’ in _ international 
law. Toward the politico-moral bank- 
ruptcy of Versailles the German nation 
stands as a creditor with undeniable 
rights, and it is not in a position to 
yield on this chief point. Germany con- 
cluded peace on the basis of President 
Wilson's Fourteen. Points, which all 
America had made its own, and all 
America, every individual, is responsible 
for the fulfillment of its claims. 

‘It is not the German people’s busi- 
ness to indicate how its rights shall be 
realized by the Fourteen Points, or

PARIS, May 21, (Associated Press.)— 
The Turkish problem has become most 
acute in the Peace Conference. Various 
delegations are striving to find some so- 
lution for the dismemberment of -the 


empire which will not provoke a relig- 
ious war. 

The United States is being looked to 
by the other powers as the only nation 
which can become mandatary for Con- 
stantinople without the danger of pre- 
cipitating another Buropean war, but 
the American delegates to the Peace 
Conférence express doubt of the willing- 
ness of the United States to accept the 
mandate, especially under the conditions 
which the powers have outlined. 

With the Sultan removed from Con- 
stantinople the American delegates ex- 
pressed the belief that it might be pos- 
sible for the American public to become 
reconciled to the mandate. 

However, the Indian delegation which 
has appeared before the Council of Four 
to plead for special consideration for the 
feelings of the Mohammedan world, as 
well as other Mohammedans who have 
made statements, assert that the Sultan 
must not be forced out of Constantin- 
ople, declaring that such action would 
greatly affect his. standing in the 


Church. ConSequently Great Britain is 


seeking to have the Sultan remain in 
Constantinople as head of the Moslem 
faith, but with purely spiritual powers. 

It is now suggested that instead of 
transferring thé Sultan to a strip of 
territory somewhere in. Asia Minor that 
he remain in Constantinople; but be al- 
lowed to exereise a degree of temporal 
power over some territory in Asia Minor 
to be selected, thus preserving the form 
of the Ottoman Empire. Such a plan, 
it is asserted, wotild prevent the obliter- 
ation of Turkish pre-war debts and 
necessitate. the framing of a. peace 
treaty with the Empire.

NIXON AGAINST INQUIRY. 


Doesn’t Think.Much Would Be Ac. 
complished by Traction Investigation 


Public Service Commissioner Lewis 
Nixon: indicated yesterday in>a short 
statement that he did not think much 
would be’ accomplished by the proposed 
Government commission that is to in- 
quire into-the conditioss of the trac- 
tion” lines in various® cities. that face 
insolvency.

The 
stumbling block in the way of an ad- 
vance in the rate of fare has been the 
fact that no increase could be authorized 
until: the Board of Estimate ee 
ithe franchise conditions. fixing 5 cents 
as the. maximum. 

The board has refused to make any 
concessions, and there is before ‘the com- 
mission now much testimony taken on 
the. applications of the: companies for 
authorit -yto charge for transfers, to 
abrogate tirem, or to limit them to legal 
requirements.

ST. JOHN’ S, N. #., May 21.The last 
lingering hope has died hard here, where 
Harry G. Hawker and Lieut. Com- 
mander Mackenzie Grieve started their 
transatlantic flight, and today they are 
given up for lost. A deepening and per- 
haps forever impenetrable mystery sur- 
rounds the fate that befell ‘them after 
ito space. 

Seventy-two hours have’ passed since 
they flew bravely away, hopeful that 
with the American seaplanes well started 
on the transatlantic journey they might 
yet win for Britain the honor of being 
first across. Forty-eight hours have 
elapsed since the last drop of petroleum 
in tKheir tanks drained into the carbu- 
retor, and the machine became a life- 
less thing, helpless before that very 
force of gravity which it had set. out to 
overcome, assuming that they kept bat- 
tling their way along to the utmost Hmit 
of their cruising radius. 

Here, where are those best informed 
and best able to indulge in speculation, 
based upon intimate knowledge of their 
venture, it is no longer believed that 
they kept going to the end of their, at 
best, brief maximum life‘in the air. The 
only slender thread upon which to base 
a -belief that these two men, the first 
to dare in a land plane the ocean-cross- 
ing, ever came anywhere near thgir 
journey’s end is the nebulous report that 
they were sighted off the Irist coast. 

Headed :-Away From Ship Lanes. 

With that rumor long ago discredited, 
opinion here has turned almost to the 
conviction that it. was somewhere near 
Newfoundland, rather than Ireland, ‘that 
disaster .overtook. then. The .machine 
was headed north, above a trdckless sea, 
where only a chance fishing boat or a 
belated sealer was likely to have been 
at this time of the year. 

It is out of full knowledge. of their 
scant navigational j/means that there 
grows the. insistent belief that it 
Was. somewhere in the north, with 
only floating ice and here and there 
an iceberg or two, their dash ended 
long “before they got back on the 
course which Grieve must have strug- 
gled desperately to find. with his paltry 
tools. It is believed that they were 
forced, when some mechanical . failure 
came, to volplane helplessly on a cold, 
forbidding sea, perhaps so storm-tossed 
that neither man lived more than long 
enough to realize that his daring race 
was run. 

If they got back on the North Atlantie 
track, which they dodged in the begin- 
ning by heading northward to escape 
the unfavorable winds off this coast, it

Begin ‘to Make. Deliveries—-Trouble 
Expected to End. Within 
a Few Days. 


WINNIPEG, Manitoba, May 21.—Ef- 
forts of the Central Strike Committee 
to maintain control of local public. utili- 
ties met with the sharpest opposition to- 
day that has been shown since the gen- 
eral strike was declared last Thursday. 
When union men at the city waterworks 
today declined to furnish full: pressure, 
as the City. Council had ordered, they 
left the building and their places were 
filled: by ‘a:.force supplied by the Mani- 
toba Society-of Civil Engineers. 

Some delivery trucks appeared on the 
streets this morning when business men 
Ybegan an attempt to resume delivery 
service, No serious disorders. were re- 
corded. This afternoon deliveries of 
coal wére being made. 

The Central Strike Committee ad- 
mitted today that there had een a dis- 
agreement between Mayor Charles F. 
Gray and the union forces regarding the 
iMayor’s order demanding that placards 
carrying the statement that certain busi- 
ness activities are “‘ permitted by order 
of the Central Strike Committee ’’ shall 
be immediately discon tiaued. 

The Western Labor News, official 
strike publication, made this announce- 
ment regarding the Mayor’s acijon: 

“The matter was fully discussed, and 
there was an evident unwiilingness on 
the part of the committee to atcede to 
this request, /but tne wnole matter was 
again referred to a committee for thor- 
ough discussion.”

Methodist Episcopal Board Favors 
Workers as Company Directors. 


The Board of Bishops of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church yesterday gave out a 





try,. stating..their views upon ‘“‘ social 
reconStruction.”’ An announcement ac- 
companying the letter pointed out that 
the board. was the official voice of the 
Church and had authority to declare its 
principles and policies. 

‘“* While we rejoice in the adoption of 
all such -ameliorative measures as 
better housing and various forms of 


social insurance, we call for the more 
thoroughgoing emphasis on human free- 
dom, which will make democratic prog- 
ress mean the enlargement. and enrich- 
ment of the life of the masses of man- 
kind through the self-directive activity 
of. men themselves. 

‘We favor an equitable wa for 
laborers, which shall have the right of 
way over rent, interest and profits. We 
favor collective bargaining as an in- 
strument for the attainment of indus- 
trial justice and. for training in demo- 
cratic procedure. And we also favor 
advance of the workers’ themselves 
through profit sharing and through posi- 
tions on boards of directorship. 


ON TRAIL OF AUTO THIEVES. 


Police Hope to Run Down Gang 
Through Arrest of Brooklyn Youth. 


As=he was about to cash a check for 
$500 at the Corn Exchange Bank on 
Hamilton Avenue, Brooklyn, yesterday, 
John Burton, 22 years old, of 1,653 Mad- 
ison Street, that borough, was arrested 
by detectives of the Adams Street 
Station, on a charge of grand larceny.

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THE RAILROAD PROBLEM. 

The President is well advised in not 
presenting a plan for the rehabilita- 
tion of the railways. to be shot to 
pieces by whoever has other views. 
Thet has been the fate of all plans 
thus far proposed. Perhaps the plan 
most favured is the Warfield plan, 
which iias received the distinguished 
indorsement of Senator Roor. Yet 
‘that plan has been severely criti- 
cised, and means different things to 
its friends, even: when it might be sup- 
posed that they would be like-minded. 
For example, different sections of the 
American Bankers’ Association ap- 
proved the Warfield plan, but for dif- 
ferent reasons. The savings bank sec- 
tion approved it tecause ‘‘ it will in- 
“*sure under all conditions a fixed 
**percentage return on the invest- 
** ment in the railroads through the 
** adjustment of rates.’’ That would 
indeed commend the plan to multitudes 
of involuntary. investors locked in 
with their depreciated capital. But 
the trust company section put forward 
as the reason for its approval that the 
pian would provide ‘** regulatory meas- 
** ures that will insure such protection 
** to their credit and securities as will 
** secure the funds essential to ade- 
** quate railway service.’’ That is a 
reason for approving the plan, because 
it offers attractions to those whose 
capital is free and must be attracted 
if it is wanted. The difference is that 
between reviving a decadent industry 
and providing capital for a vigorously 
growing enterprise. When there are 
euch differences of view in well-in- 
formed and similar circles the hope of 
uniting opinion on details lessens as 
the details are multiplied, whatever 
their merit. 

Seeking simplicity through the re- 
duction of what is necessary to be 
done to the lowest terms, a start is 
offered by the findings of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission in the 
Five Per ‘Cent. case, that ‘* the net 
** operating income of these railroads 
“in Official Classification Territory, 
** taken as a whole, is smaller than is 
** demanded in the interest of both the 
“ general public and the _ railroads.’’ 
The Interstate Commerce Commission 
ginned against its own light when, 
being of that opinion, it failed to make 
the net operating income what it 
thought it ought to be. If it had done 
that in the case under review and in 
ike cases, there would be no such 
problem as now faces the country.

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REPUBLICAN RESPONSIBILITY. 

From the multitude of kind words 
that Mr. WILson’s message has called 
forth from Republicans, the judicious 
anthologist must select at least two 
heartfelt inevitable compliments. ‘* It 
** is the most demagogic message that 
*‘has ever gone to the Congress of 
**the United States,’’ says Senator 
New of Indiana. “ It is delightful in 
‘“*its phrasings and rhetoric, and its 
** alcoholic finale,’’ says Representative 
Focut of Pennsylvania; “he has 
handed us a ‘lemon’.” For years the 
Republicans have been holding up 
Mr. Witson to “ execration” as an 
absolutist and autocrat who made 
Congress eat out of his hand. Now 
they are in power. He hands over 
things to them. He makes certain 
recommendations, but the responsi- 
bility is theirs; and they don’t . like 
it. It was easy to criticise him when 
there was a Democratic majority in 
Congress. Now something has to be 
done. They have to transcribe their 
loose, /vague language of opposition 
and denunciation into constructive 
facts. This is very annoying. 

Especially irritating is the reference 
to Congress of two disputed questions, 
Woman Suffrage and Prohibition. In 
regard to woman suffrage, it is a 
matter of votes, or of imagined votes; 
but it would have been very’ much 
more satisfactory to the Republicans 
to put on the Democrats the blame, 
if’ any blame attaches, of retarding 
the perfect victory of feminism, At 
the same time, they could keep on 
good terms with the strong anti-suf- 
fragist opinion among men and wo- 
men, and even members of Congress. 
Now al] the fat is in the fire. They 
really must make a venture that 
they are not entirely sure of. More 
insistent than Mr. Wiusow they cannot 
be, if, on the other hand, there: is 
@ considerable’ opposition in their 
own party to the culmination of 
feminism. Apparently they have de- 
cided, they had to decide, but really 
it would have been much more con- 
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‘|not been elected. “ther sould have 
played two sides. 

In the matter of prohibition, too, 
how much easier it would. have been 
if they could have been ‘Wet and Dry 
and neither. Now they have to make 
thelr choice. ‘The brewers are not 
unattractive to a sagacious prospec- 
tor of the campaign chest of 1920. 
The returned soldiers, remembering 
gratefully, perhaps, the light wines 
and beers of the other side, are at 
least an awful doubt to the thought- 
ful politician. Yet the uncompromis- 
ing Anti-Saloon League and millions 
of irreconcilable prohibitionists ‘are 
always present to the political mind. 
Now Mr. Wiuson in ‘* the most dem- 
agogic message ’’ says to the brethren, 
in effect, “‘ Gentlemen, it is your 
** quarrel; settle it yourself; I give 
‘**you my. opinion.’*” While serious 
subjects are involved, seldom has 
there been a political controversy more 
delightfully humorous and ironical 
than that into which Mr. WiLson has 
plunged our Republican friends. No 
‘wonder they are dissatisfied with the 
message. They must take @ posi- 
tion. They must do something. It 
was much easier to find fault. 
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THE FIFTH AVENUE RESTRICTIONS. 

That Fifth Avenue opposite the 
Park is better to look at as a street of 
private residences than if it were 
transformed into a rampart of apart- 
ment houses‘is an undisputed fact, but 
one that will not appeal to everybody. 
Those who are indifferent to consid- 
erations of beauty may be moved by 
the loss that such en alteration would 
bring to the City Treasury. Mr. Law- 
gon Purpr, who ought to know as 
much as anybody. about taxable real 
estate values in New York, says that 
Riverside Drive with its mumerous 
apartment houses could never com- 
pare with Fifth Avenue in value; that 
“few private dwellings on the Drive 
have much value left '’; and that the 
invasion of more apartment houses on 
the Avenue will bring similar conse- 
quences there. ~ 

Even the artistic character of the 
Avenue has a certain commercial 
value; it is one of the things that vis- 
itors to the city want to see, one of 
the things that bring them here. As 
Mr. Purby says, it is not altogether 
fair to condemn individuals for taking 
advantage of a condition which makes 
it possible for their neighbors to take 
a similar advantage of them at any 
moment; it is a social fault. The ap- 
peal to the Board of Estimate made 
by the Fifth Avenue Association, that 
the zoning law be amended to restrict. 
the height of all buildings fronting on 
the Avenue from Sixtieth to One Hun- 
dred and Tenth Street, and on the 
side streets for one block east, would 
protect every one against his neighbor 
and would ‘preserve for: the city an 
artistic and- commercial asset which 
is easy to lose and hard to replace. 
The apartment house is the logical 
type of residence in New York, but 
to admit it on the Avenue east of the 
Park is aesthetically unwise and com- 
mercially foolish.

WHY ARE THEY THERE? 

Major Gen. Wrtttim 8. GRAVEs, 
commanding the American troops in 
Siberia, has made a heroic attempt to 
explain what to most of his fellow- 
countrymen will still seem inexplicable: 

The United States does not intend 

to permit any of its agents to inter- 
fere with the sovereign rights“of the 
Russian people. * * * No action 
has been taken by United States 
troops which could justly be said was 
taking sides [sic] in the differences 
of the opinions of the factions. * * * 
In our relations with the political life 
of the Russian people the greatest 
care must be exercised not to become 
involved, and if we have any views 
as to the policy of the contending fac- 
tions, care should be exercised not to 
express those views to Russian people, 
as ‘this may become a most offensive 
interference in their own affairs. 

It would seem from. the guarded 
language of the General’s statement 
that members of our expeditionary 
forces may have expressed some dis- 
approval of Bolshevism, or perhaps 
some approval—at any rate, somebody 
said something which might be inter- 
preted as containing an idea or 
opinion. Quite properly, General 
Graves rebuked such offenders; but 
it cannot be said that he accomplished 
very much aside from that. For the 
common man everywhere is likely to 
think that, if our sole purpose is not 
to “take sides” in the differences 
that disturb Russia, our army can do 
this a good deal better in the Philip- 
pines than in Siberia. It is hard to 
see why we have to send 7,000 sol- 
diers to Siberia to keep them from 
expressing their views on Russian 
politics. 

In a recent issue of a weekly pub- 
lication a Captain in the American 
army ‘in Siberia presented an enter- 
tairiing account of the opinions of the 
men themselves, or rather their lack 
of opinions. They seem to have gath- 
ered the impression that they were 
sent there. to help the Czechs, and 
that they were to help the Czechs by 
not interfering with the Bolsheviki 
who were fighting the Czechs, It is 
not unnatural that American prestige 
among the Czechs soon waned. It 
might have been foreseen that the 
Czechs would not appreciate a rein- 
forcément of troops who were ordered 
not to fight, and now are ordered not 
even to express opinions for fear 
somebody might be offended. It 
might even have been foreseen that 
Russians who failed to understand the 
remarkable involutions of the psychol- 
ogy of non-luterference would come 
ae the. conclusion that our army was 
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Omsk has made official request that 


our troops who were sent to Siberia| 


in order not to take sides in the dif- 
ferences of opinion between the op- 
posing factions be ordered not to come 


any nearer to Omsk, since the popu- 
Jace is being persuaded that if they 


come to Omsk they will interfere on 
the Bolshevist side. 

We are not at war with the Bol- 
sheviki, of course. We are fighting 
them at Archangel, but it is not war. 
We sent an army to Siberia to help 
the Czechs who were fighting the Bol- 
sheviki, and then ordered it not to 
fight and not to think. Why is the 
army there? It can abstain from 
thought as effectually on American 
soil as in Siberia, and it will be less 
likely to. annoy the Russians and 
prejudice them against the United 
States. Perhaps there is some reason 
for keeping our troops in Siberia; if 
so, it might be possible to suggest 
what it is without interfering with the 
sovereign rights of the Russian people.

A NON-STOP ATLANTIC FLIGHT. 

The disaster that befell Hawker and 
Grizve in their little plane fitted with 
a single engine will hardly deter other 
British aviators in Newfoundland from 
also tempting fate. Human nature is 
such that the tragedy of death is actu- 
ally an incitement to fresh endeavor. 
Moreover, there is always the pride of 
race to incline men-of adventurous 
spirit to ‘hold life-light in dangerous 


enterprises when the world is awaiting | - 


the issue. ‘To young RaYNHAM and 
his airmate Moraan it would seem like 
showing the white feather to 

out of an attempt to fly the Atlantic 
because daredevil Hawxkzr and thin- 
Itpped Commander .Grivz had failed 
and died in the venture. And yet 
RaYNHAM once fell 2,000 feet, or 
partly planed and partly fell to earth 
in an ‘ accident,” and spent several 
months in a- hospital bed, while Mor- 
GAN is a one-legged veteran of the 
air, and has been told by physicians 
that his recent injuries should keep 
him on the ground hereafter. Public 
opinion would like to issue an injunc- 
tion against their setting out over the 
Atlantic, but the law against attempt- 
ing suicide is not technically appli- 
cable. 

The Atlantic may be flown without 
a stop, possibly in June, when halcyon 
weather prevails, but the odds against 
the success of a small plane with one 
engine should be deterrent. To stake 
all on its imited motive power, not to 
speak of the frailty of wings of narrow 
spread, seems like courting death. If 
the Atlantic passage is to be achieved, 
it must be by a big biplane powerfully 
engined. That seems to be the best 
professional opinion. “‘I believe,;'’ 
says Commander Towsrs, ‘‘ a transat- 
** tantic flight is practicable without a 
** stop with planes a little larger than 
“*the NC type.’’ There is one ma- 
chine in Newfoundland answering the 
description, the Handley-Page. It is 
a little larger than the NC type, the 
plane spans being, respectively, 130 
feet and 126 feet. The hull,.as one 
would say of a ship, is almost ten 
feet longer in the Handley-Page. The 
fuel capacity of the British machine 
is 2,000 gallons, that of the American 
NC is 1,800 gallons. Fully loaded, the 
Handley-Page weighs 32,000, the NC 
28,500 pounds. Each is equipped with 
four engines; and it is a case of the 
British Rolls-Royce against the Amer- 
ican Lierty; both of them have come 
through many severe tests. 

A speed of 100 miles an hour is 
claimed for the Handley-Page with 
full load, and for the NC 80 miles. 
But NC-4 has done better than 80. 
Of course, with tanks lighter as the 
hours pass, each type increases its 
speed. Toward the end of a long 
flight two engines, or even one, may 
bring the plane to its destination. 
There is a chance for the Handley- 
Page in Newfoundland to fly across 
the Atlantic, and doubtless the trial 
will be made.

An. Eyewitness on the Atrocity

V.. K.. Sugaroff in his recent letters 
in regard to the atrocities committed 
by the Bulgarians in Macedonia, adopts, 
the usual line of defense challenging the 
composition of' the committee of investi- 
gation.

I will give him a chance of still further 
narrowing the issue. I pretend to be a 
first-hand witness, not a committee ap- 
pointed to investigate after the Bul- 
garians were driven from Macedonia. 

I was with the Serbian Army as war 
correspondent of a New York paper dur- 
ing the campaign which culminated in 
the capture of Monastir. A few days 
after the Bulgarians were driven from 
that territory I accompanied Professor 
Reiss of the University of Lausanne 
from one Macedonian village,to another 
to investigate conditions during the Bul- 
garian occupation. 

We called up the Mayors, the 
priests, the school teachers, and other 
“notable’’ inhabitants. (We rarely 
found priests or teachers, because they 
had either been murdered or deported.) 

The story told by these witnesses was 
one monotonous tale of robbery, murder, 
rape, and general cruelty. Everything 
was gone—horses, oxen, sheep, farm im- 
and even their poor 
‘household furniture. 

The Bulgarian Army from the time it 
entered the war behaved with fiendish 
cruelty, and in this it was backed up 
by its civil Government. The Bulgarians 
embarked on a policy of deliberate ex- 
termination of the Serbian race in the 
territory occupied by them. 

I was with the Serbian Army during 
the campaign of 1915. The horrors com- 
mitted by the Bulgarian troops were too 
ruch even for their German allies. Dur- 
ing the retreat, forty ‘* komordjis’’ 
(Serbian peasants in charge of army 
transport wagons) belonging to the 
transport of the Timok Division were 
attacked between Kurshumlia and Pris- 
tina by a flying column of Bulgarians, 
guided over 9 mountains by Albanian 
tribesmen. * komordjis ’’ were not 
only cmaaenered, but also suffered muti- 
lation. I saw their dead bodies. Will

Why the Eagle Saw Double. 
To the Editor cf The New York Times: 

You state that the double-headed eagle of 
Austria symbolized the ‘union of Austria 
and Hungary. It did not. The double-headed 
eagle is the emblem of the Roman Empire, 
and was used by the Hapsburgs of the nine- 
teenth and twentieth centuries and by Aus- 
tria illegally. Although the crown of the 
Holy Roman Empire was not hereditary but 
elective; the Hapsburgs—through corrupt 
elections—managed most of the time to keep 
that crown in their family. When, however, 
Napoleon's successes made it impossible to 
keep up the fiction of the existence of a 
Roman Empire, holy or preg Francis of 
Austria, in’1804, dropped the title of Reman 
Emperor, assumed, without any legal basis 
whatever, the title of “ Emperor ” of Aus- 
tria and simply | , annexed the Roman eagie 
for his ‘* house. The double-headed eagle 
of the Hapsburgs symbolized thus not the 
union of Austria and Hungary, but the claim 
of the Hapsburgs that their - new-fangled 
“ Austrian Empire’’ was the successor of 
the Holy Roman Empire, a claim disputed 
later by the Hohenzollerns, who were con- 
sidered by the Hapsburgs as mere parvenus 
or upstarts. 

In Hungary the double-headed eagle had 
never had any legal standi whatever, for 
Hungary—unlike Bohemia, whose “Kings hi 
been Electora—never belonged by public law 
to. either the Holy Roman Empire or the 
Austrian pire. In Hungary the double- 
headed eagle had been used onl ay, Any a 
army, called by the Hapsbu 
* meine Armeée,’’ over which the ocean 
Parliament could never gain control. Time 
and again the Hungarians protested and 
fought against even this restricted and illegal 
use of the hated emblem, and many a san- 
guinary riot. was caused by their trying to 
remove it by force from buildings used by 
the joint army.

The distinction between the delegated 
and automatic forms of League seems 
for many people very hard to grasp. 
They often sperk as if the latter involved 
merely vague promisés which the mem- 
bers were under no real obligation to 
fulfill; and therefore they regard this 
form of League as an inferior guarantee 
to the other. But?in fact precisely the 
opposite is true. This can be madé clear 
by an illustration from business life. A 
bank when offered a note indorsed. by 
honest and responsible men does ‘not 
hesitate to discount it, because the 
obligation of the indorsers is. fixed ; their 
liability to pay is automatic, arising at 
once on the failure of the maker to pay 
the note; and the indorsers, if honest 
men, pay without regard to compulsion 
by suit at law. If, on the other hand, 
the bank were offered the note with a 
conditional guarantee by. the same men 
that in case the note were not paid at 
maturity, a committee of their number 
should meet and decide what should be 
done, and that if the’ committee so di- 
rected they would .pay the note, the 
bank would regard such a guarantee as 
no security worth having. In the same

The officials testified 
that more’ plans for houses are being 
filed at present than were being filed a 
year ago, and expressed belief that 
building conditions will become better in 
the immediate future, although they 
could not say that the housing shortage 
problem was on the way to quick settle- 


ment. 

Among those,expected to tes today 
are Tenement House Commissioner 
Frank Mann and the Presidents of the 
five boroughs. 

Albert I. Kleinert Stiperwmtendent of 
Buildings in Brooklyn, said that the 
construction of buildings in the first 
four months of this year was 100 per 
cent. ahead of the same period last year. 
He submitted figures showing the num- 
ber of plans filed this year, amounting 
to a total value of $20,146,741. From 
672 plans filed in January and 761 in 
ea gp the number rose to 1,213 in 

ch and 1414 in April.

These 
sales, he said, were not bona fide and 
were made ‘‘ on a shoestring.”’

He said this 
would tend to get rid of the speculative 
builder, who pes up structures of in- 
ferior materia to sell at the highest pos- 
sible advance. He was opposed to State 
or Federal aid to speculative builders.
